The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, whether taken individually or in combination, does not reveal or render obvious an 
umbrella comprising a frame with a plurality of ribs, at least two elongated transparent rods 
being mounted on each of the ribs with an opening spaced formed therebetween, and an 
electrical wire having one end connected to a power supply and another end connected with at 
least two lighting devices affixed to the at least two elongated transparent rods through the 
opening space as claimed.

Tung '65, Line '995 
Bunch et al. '255 teach various umbrellas having lighting units mounted on the ribs and being 
connected to a solar power supply device. Wu '727, Kuelbs '713, Wu '559, Li '990, Phyle 
'654, and Lee '856 teach various umbrellas having lighting units mounted along the ribs as 
similar to the claimed invention.
